Dractor,  truck  tractor  or  truck-tractor'  -  a  self-propelled 
rr»c«of  vehicle  designed  for  drawing  other  vehicles,  but  ncH  for  the 
carriage  (rf  any  load  when  operating  independeniiy,  Whenatuched 
to  a  semitrailer,  it  supports  a  pan  of  the  weight  thereof. 

Thick*  -  a  motor  vehicle  designed,  used  or  maintained  for  the 
transportation  of  property. 

'Chauffeur'  ■  an  operator  who  operates  a  motor  vehicle  in  the 
transportation  of  persons  or  property  and  who  receives  compensa- 
tion for  such  services  in  wages,  salary,  commission  or  fare;  or  who 
as  owner  or  employee  operates  a  motor  vehicle  carrying  passengers 
or  property  for  hire;  or  who  regularly  operates  a  commercial  motor 
vehicle  of  another  person  in  ihe  course  of  or  as  an  incident  to  his 
employment  tnji..  wtigse  principal  ocpjpadon  is  not  the  c^xratir^  Of 
such  motor  vcMSe.
